PREPARING FOR 
POULTRY BREED- 
ING SEASON 


One of the main objects of the local 
Red Deer Poultry Association is to help 
improve the quality of poultry in the 
district, and perhaps a few words now 
will be of benefit at this season of the 
year, especially to the new beginner. 

We believe that there is really only 
one standard for both utility—or in 
other words, high egg-producers_ to- 
gether with table qualities—and ex- 
hibition or show birds, and we can see 
no reason why a bird with a high egg 
record cannot be and should not be a 
fine specimen of the breed it repre- 
sents as well, so our remarks, we be- 
lieve, will apply to both. 

To begin with, we must have a good 
strain of birds, or purchase eggs from 
some reliable breeder; then from that 
stock pick out only the best and breed 
from them. Our females should be well 
advanced pullets or yearling hens— 
healthy, strong, of good size, no ser- 
fous standard defects such as side 
sprigs, foreign colored feathers, poor 
leg color, etc. With, say, from seven 
to ten females you should have a good 
strong vigorous male (as the male con- 
stitutes about 75 per cent of the pen); 
above all of good type of the breed he 
represents, good depth of body carried 
from fore to aft, strong head not too 
large, showing good bright eyes, body 
well up on strong sturdy legs set well 
apart. He should be strong in any 
noticeable faults or weaknesses the fe- 
males may have in order that the off- 
spring may improve in that respect. 
We believe a good many people make 
a great mistake in hatching eggs from 
a large flock run of birds that have 
perhaps one, and at the most two fe- 
males, of questionable quality running 
with them. The result will inevitably 
be weak chickens, and should they 
survive, the specimen must necessarily 
be of very poor quality. You will be 
well advised to pick out not more than 
10 females to one male. The breeders 
should really be placed in the breeding 
pen now in order that they may get 
accustomed to each other and content- 
ed in order to produce pure hatchable 
eggs by March 1. The heavy breeds, 
we believe, should be hatched in April 
while the lighter breed can safely be 
hatched by the middle of May, but no 
later. 

The breeding house should be quite 
roomy, bright, well ventilated and san- 
itary: this is vitally important. 

The matter of feeding the breeding 
pen is by no means a simple one. Es- 
sentially we must have oyster . shell, 
grit, charcoal and water; the scratch 
feed should run heavily to good plump 
oats; the mash should be dry with 
little or no meat meal, and you cannot 
improve. on sprouted oats for green 
feed, and if not that, a turnip twice a 
week, as some kind of green feed must 
be provided in order to insure the pro- 
per results. We find in feeding clear 
wheat, the chicks are not nearly as 
strong or healthy at hatching time as 
if the layers were fed oats chiefly. 

As the season advances we. may 
have something further to say in the 
way of methods of hatching and start- 
ing the youngsters on their way.

The Alberta Government had noth- 
ing to do with the supply of cirs at 
Aspen Beach.. When the elevators at 
Bentley and Rimbey had to stov buy- 
ing because they were full and could 
not -get cars to ship out, there were 
plenty of cars at Aspen Beach. The 
reason {s self-evident. The farmer 
who takes grain to Bentley or Rimbey 
has to stop hauling when the elevator 
is full, as they have nowhere else to 
go, but Aspen Beach is near Lacombe, 
and if cars are not available at Aspen 
Beach, the farmers simply haul on to 
‘Lacombe, and the Alberta & Western 
Railway lose ithe freight. At Bentley 
and Rimbey, ithe railroad gets the 
freight anyway, but at Aspen Beach 
they have to be up to the minute with 
‘cars or lose the freight. The farmers 
around the lake don’t stop hauling be- 
cause tthhere are no cars at Aspen 
Beach, so the management atl La- 
combe see that the cars are there 
ahead’ of all other points on tthe line. 
The Alberta. Government has nothing 
to do with billing the cars from the 
C.P.R. 

All this is besidg the question. Is it 
one of the functions of the Alberta 
Governmént where and to whom ele- 
vator licences are to be given? I 
should say ft is not. It.{s presumed 
‘that before applying for a licence a 
commercial company will go over the 
ground and assure themselves as to 
tthe prospective business. The year 
1922 was a dry one and harvests round 
Gul} Lake comparatively poor, yet the 
amount of grain shipped from Aspen 
Beach during the winter of that year 
demonstrated that there was grain 
enough coming in in a poor year to 
give business to two elevators. 

TI am not worrying about the fate of 
the loan companies, but about the 
farmer who needs money to carry on, 
and would like to borrow on the secu- 
rity of his land. “J/E.L., Red Deer” 
has evidently overlooked the fact that 
the private individual who has money 
to invest gets it in the neck just the 
same as the loan company, and is just 
as disinclined at present to lend the 
farmer money. Never having bor- 
rowed money from a loan company, 
I have not seen the form of mortgage 
they’ use.

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THE NEW LIQUOR BILL 


There has now been time to consid- 
er the terms of the new Liquor Bill 


ment. Roughly speaking, the Bill 
provides for what are called “hard” 
liquors being sold by government ven 
dors only and that under a system of 
permits, while beer and light wines 
are.to be sold by the vendors or in 
approved clubs and licensed premises, 
which seemingly may with reserva- 
tions include hotels. The Bill also 
provides that 20 percent. of the peo- 
ple in any of the liquor districts to be 
established under the Act may peti- 
tion to have local option, and if on a 
vote being taken there is a majority 
in the district against the sale of 
liquor, then there shall be no govern- 
ment vendor or licensed premises in 
that district. 

In our opinion there are two flaws in 
an ‘otherwise good bill. The first is 
the permission to clubs and licensed 
premises ‘to sell beer, and the second 
is the local option proposal. It was 
by no means clear after the recent 
referendum just what was intended by 
clause D, ibut the greatest volume of 
opinion seemed to be that it meant 
government control of the sale of all 
liquors. The people did not want tot- 
al prohibition, nor did they want pri- 
vate profits to be made by the sale of 
liquor of any kind. Under the propos- 
ed Act private profit in liquor dealing 
is to be again allowed. We believe 
that that is a mistake, and that it 
would have been better if the sale 
of beer had been kept wholly under 
government control. Where there {s 
a private interest in the sale of liquor, 
there is necessarily an inclination to 
push the sale to the utmost - extent 
without regard to the welfare of those 
buying. This danger exists in a less 
degree where the sale is in the hands 
of a salaried official who has no direct 
interest in the quantity consumed. It 
is said that the government has a 
strong interest to push the sales be- 
cause the profits therefrom go to the 
taxpayer and the government conse- 
quently reaps benefit, but though this 
is true, the interest {s a more remote 
one, and not so likely to be detri- 
mental as that of private profits. 

The club question is open, we fear, 
to much abuse. It will be very diffi- 
cult to prevent licenses being obtain- 
ed by places which are beer saloons 
first and clubs second, and a long way 
behind at that. It is very doubtful 
also whether the vote for clause D im: 
plied approval of the sale of liquor in 
hotels under any _ circumstances. 
There is something perilously like the 
old bar about this and the bar ‘has lit- 
tle or nothing to be said in its favour. 

However, even as it now stands, the 
Act should make an improvement on 
the old state of things, for it will 
probably mean the more or less com- 
plete disappearance of the bootlegger 
with his poison, and the supply of the 
comparatively harmless beer and light 
wines for the moderate drinker, and 
the possibility of obtaining under 
some degree of control and at reas- 
onable prices the spirits which are 
sometimes really needed for emer- 
gency and medicinal purposes. There 
will be abuse of liquor under the new 
Act, but there would be abuse under 
any act which could possibly be de- 
vised. The hope is that the new Act 
will limit the abuse as far as it can 
be Hmited. 

The local option proposal we _ be- 
lieve to be a serious blunder. There 
was ne authority for it in the referen- 
dum. The suggested defence for it {s 
that while the province as a whole 
wants liquorin some form or another, 
there are parts or districts in the 
province where the people did_ not 
want it under any conditions, and that 
these smaller areas are entitled to 
have their wishes respected. Unfor- 
tunately within these smaller areas 
there are yet smaller sections which 
do want liquor, and there {3 no logtic- 
al reason why their wishes should be 
suppressed while those of ‘> larger 
pections of the province are given ef- 
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fect to. It is a mistake ‘to allow the 
law to differ in various parts of the 
province on such a crucial and contro- 
versial question as the liquor ques- 
tion. In older countries and in old- 
er parts of ‘Canada local option has 
had at times a very limited measure 
of what might ‘be called toleration 
rather than success. At the present 
time in Alberta local option will mere- 
ly lead to confusion and renewed law- 
breaking. If, for instance, Lacombe 
and Innisfail have liquor for sale, does 
anybody believe that it can be effect- 
ively kept out of Red Deer, if Red 
Deer votes for no sale here? The 
roads and trains from and to the 
dry island in the wet ocean would 
indeed be crowded with traffic, but 
unless a small army of fanatical and 
incorruptible officials were employed, 
the liquor vould certainly be brought 
in. Meanwhile more agitation, contro- 
versy, and expensive plebiscites will 
continue indefinitely. 

Presumably the Farmers’ Party 
have more or less agreed to support 
the Bill as it now stands, for which 
previous arrangement we have to 
thank the general attitude of the Lib- 
eral Opposition, but if there is still 
room for debate and alteration of the 
Bill on its merits, then we should 
much like to see the provisions in 
favour of the private sale of liquor of 
any kind and local option eliminated. 

The appointment of Mr. Dinning as 
sole commissioner to administer the 
Act seems to be an appointment made 
on merits alone and without regard 
to politics or influence. The Govern- 
ment is to be wholly commended for 
its action in this case. It may ‘be- 
come desirable later on to give Mr. 
Dinning one or more colleagues, but 
in the meantime efficiency and econ- 
omy alike seem to be embodied in the 
single appointment.

THE CONSERVATIVE 
DOMINION POLICY 


In a speech made the other day in 
Eastern Canada Mr. Meighen laid 
down the outlines of the Conservative 
Party’s policy in Dominion politics. 
The main outlines are: A moderate 
degree of protection for ‘Canadian 
manufactures, all possible help for the 
Western farmers, the removal from 
the National Railway officials of the 
right to incur capital expenditure 
without authority of Parliament, and 
the actiye participation of Canada in 
the defence of the Empire. 


As to protection for manufactures, 
this is not a question on which hard 
and fast lines can be laid down. At 
certain times under certain conditions 
for certain trades protection is help- 
ful. At others it is harmful. Under 
present conditions in Canada with the 
highly organized and protected, and 
powerful American manufacturing in- 
terests immediately to the south of us 
a measure of protection is no doubt 
needed. 

As to help for the Western farmers, 
Mr. Meighen seems to have been de- 
cidedly vague, and he will have to be 
much more explicit before the can 
command much support in the West. 

The statement with respect to the 
National Railways capital expenditure 
is entirely wise {f it means a check on 
expenditure by an uncontrolled rail- 
way executive. It is entirely un- 
sound if it means anything like in- 
creased political interference ‘with 
the technical side of the management 
of the railways. ‘Let the experts 
manage the National Railways and 
they may continue to improve. Let 
the politicians meddle with them, and 
they will assuredly deteriorate. On 
this head, too, Mr. Meighen would do 
well to be somewhat clearer. There 
is nothing doubtful about the last {item 
on his programme. Active participa- 
tion in the defence of the Empire is 
the simple duty of a_ self-respecting 
Canada which has now attained full 
national status in the Empire. At 
present Canada’s share in that de- 
dence is adiscreditable pretence and 
not a cheap pretence either. For this 
part of his programme (Mr. Meighen 
can count on support from all who 
have a genuine pride In Canada and 
her recently won glories. He can 
also count on the bitter hostility of 
Quebec and the Mrench--Canadians 
who up till ‘the date of the Conscrip- 
tion Act in the late war contributed 
only 16,000 enlistments out of a total 
of over 350,000 for all Canada, though 
their population {s a fourth of that of 
all Canada, and the war was one in 
which the Empire, of which they are a 
part, and the France which they pro- 
fess to regard a3 thelr motherland, 


were fighting side by side. A 
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LENIN AND RUSSIA. 


With the death in the last fortnight | 
of Lenin ,the Bolshevist chief of Rus-. 
sia, there has passed from the world’s 
stage an actor who played on it a! 
prominent and.sinister part in a! 
great tragedy. Illness had fora con: | 
siderable ‘time before his death made | 
him almost a passive figure in the 
government of Russia, but, till he ac: | 
tually died, he retained with the masse 
es of the people and even among the 
Bolshevist ruling oligarchy, a meas- 
ure of his former supremacy. 

If it is true, as is reported, that 
great crowds thronged to see his body 
lying in state in Moscow, there is in 
that fact no indication that he still 
possessed, if he ever had, the affec- 
tion of the Russians as distinct from 
their fear and submission. Curiosity 
will attract a crowd to see a great 
criminal, a blood-stained tyrant, as 
much as to see a great hero. 

Few men in all the world’s history 
can have been responpible Yor so 
much immediate misery, cruelty and 
loss of life as Lenin, and yet, so far 
as can be ascertained, he was not a 
man who desired, or did evil, for its 
own sake. His economic and political 
theories may be described in a word 
as impracticable, and therefore ruin- 
ous, but he appears to have believed 
in them sincerely. It did not seem to 
affect his belief in any way that the 
practical result of his theory of the 
“dictatorship of the proletariat” and 
“the communistic organization of all 
economic activities’ was to produce a 
tyranny as narrow, as cruel, and as 
bloody as that of any Czar, and to 
spread famine, pestilence and anarchy 
over all the vast area of the Russian 
Empire. 

There is nothing new or surprising 
in such an apparently contradictory 
and even absurd state of mind. Tor- 
quemada, in the name of Christianity, 
the religion of mercy and love, devised 
the hideous tortures of the Inquisi- 
tion. The finst republic of Mrance 
carried war ‘over all Burope in the 
name of the universal brotherhood of 
man. GLenin’s fantastic theories have 
failed as was inevitable, but one re- 
sult of his work may endure, a result 
entirely unintended by him, and flatly 
contrary to his theories. This is the 
peasant proprietorship of the land. 
Russia has ceased to be a land of 
great estates and powerful semi-feudal 
lords, and has become a land of small 
owners, who have seized pieces of 
land for themselves in defiance of the 
Soviet government at ‘Moscow, and 
have no intention of surrendering 
such land. Just as Napoleon made 
himself an autocratic tyrant in 
France and yet secured for himself 
and his system the support o the bulk 
of the French peasantry by acquiesc- 
ing in their seizure of the great es- 
tates, so to some extent it has been 
with Bolshevism. The Soviet govern- 
ment may and probably will undergo 
various changes, but if it remains 
identified in the minds of the ignorant 
peasants with ‘their possession of the 
land, they will support it whatever its 
form and whatever its theories. 

Who will succeed Lenin in control 
of Russia is uncertain. Kameneff and 
Kalinin are named as the chief of his 
successons, but 'there is likely to be a 
fierce struggle for power. If Lenin 
believed in ‘his theories, he was almost 
certainly the only one of the Bolshe- 
vists who did so. Trotsky, Zinovieff, 
Dzerjhinsky and all the others of the 
sinister crew of Jewish commissars, 
believed only in power and riches for 
themselves—and in revenge, for the 
tragedy of Russia has been in great 
part a terrible revenge by the Jews 
for the treatment their race endured 
for centuries in Russia. In the weeks 
before Lenin died these men were 
quarrelling fiercely among themselves. 
Now that Lenin is gone the quarrels 
will probably increase, unless and un- 
til some one of them proves himself 
strong enough to crush the rest, seize 
the reins of power, and begin again 
the task of introducing some form of 
constructive order into the chaotic 
ruin of Russia. Human nature does 
not change and revolutions follow 
more or less the same course, how- 
ever much each of them is hailed by 
ignorant or interested enthusiasts as 
something entirely new in the history 
of the world. 


CHURCH UNION 


The present session of the Dominion 
Parliament at Ottawa is to be enliven- 
ed by a church union bill—the bill to 
authorize the union of the Presby- 
terian, the Methodist and the Congre- 
gational Churches of Canada. It is 
a result of long agitation and contro- 
versy, and neither agitation nor con- 
troversy on the question have ceased. 
The bill is likely to be fought in Par- 
liament and the issue of the fight is 
somewhat uncertain. The motive for 
union is alleged by its promoters to 
be strength, efficiency and economy in 
the carrying out of the work of the 
church. The opponents of unfon say 
that political or _ politico-religious 
motives have had more to do with the 
proposed union than the higher reas- 
ons given by the unionists. In ‘face! 
of the verdict in favor of union given 
by the majority in the churches con- 
cerned the anti-unfonists are appeal- 
ing to the sacred principles of free- 
dom and the rights of minorities to 
protection aga!nst the oppression of 
tyrannous majorities, and hy so a-| 
pealing they have suddenly found 
themselves in unpleasantly close 
agreement with the arguments of that | 
despised gang of abandoned Hedontets | 
and debauched voluptuaries, the op- 
ponents of prohibition. 
ed that certain of the Presbyterians of

So far as the cardinal doctrines 
of Christianity are concerned, there 
does not seem ‘to be any difference 
whatever between the three churches, 
Their differences, such as they are, 
are matters of church governance and 
organization, matters of entirely min- 
or importance to those whose first 
thought is the spirit and the brother- 
hood of Christianity, however much 
they may count with the professional 
ecclesiastics. To the ondinary man it 
would seem that if the spirit of char- 
ity, humility and loving kindness 
were dominant in the. churches—and 
this applies to other churches 4s well 
as to those concerned in the present 
union: controversy—questions of Bov- 
ernance would by no means avail to 
prevent the essential union of Chris: 
tians. If, on the other hand, that 
spirit is absent, no union ordained by 
Parliament or assembly will in any 
wise breathe life into the dead body 
of the church. The congregations of 
the united church will remain -what 
the congregations of the separate 
churches in many cases now are—a 
species of social-political club with a 
dash of matrimonial agency added 
thereto. There is something singular- 
ly unedifying and sordid in this acid 
controversy over the outward ‘forms 
of religion among the haughty prelat- 
es of the afternoon tea table. Men 
Will turn from it with a sense of dis- 
taste and ask themselves whether it 
is not just this apparatus of organiza- 
tion with its inevitable accompanying 
material possessions, which has 'from 
the earliest days choked and encum- 
bered the spirit ‘of Christianity, and 


to a large extent rendered it void of 
blessing. 
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THE MOTOR CAR DEALERS 
AND THE LUXURY TAX 


A small agitation against the Dom- 
inion Government is now going on by 
the motor car dealers of Canada. The 
facts are that the luxury tax imposed 
on motor cars by the Government was 
repealed suddenly and without ‘warn- 
ing, 80 that the retail dealers who had 
been compelled to pay the amount of 
the tax to the manufacturers when 
they ‘bought their cars, were not able 
to continue including the amount in 
their prices to the public. This was 
due to the price falling as soon as the 
tax was repealed. In this way many 
retail motor car dealers lost heavily. 
What makes the real injustice, how- 
ever, is that the Government actually 
or virtually refunded the amount of 
the tax to the manufacturens and to 
other traders who had paid It on goods 
not sold at the time of the repeal. The 
Government now refuses to refund the 
taxes so paid to the retail dealers. 
There seems to be a fair case for a Te- 
fund ‘on the initial merits of the case. 
There seems to be an unanswerable 
case for a refund in view of the Gov- 
ernment having made it to others 
than the retail motor car dealers. All 
classes should certainly be treated 
alike in this and similar matters. The 


‘amount involved exceeds a million 


dollars. The fact that it is not con- 
venient for the Government to repay 
so large a sum does not excuse them 
from doing so. There are other ways 
of effecting economies than by the 
retention of unfairly levied taxes.

The other riding of Clear 
water, held by the late Dr. (State, 
will be abolished, the Premier stated, 
part of ft being absorbed into the 
riding of Peace River, and part into 
the riding of Pembina. It is possible 
a part may be included in the riding of 
Lac Ste. Anne. There were only 558 
votes in the riding at the last provin- 
cial election. 1 


Savings Certificates 


A heavy business has been done dur- 
ing the month of January in Alberta 
savings certificates, approximately 
$20,000 a day being taken in during the 
month, indicating a keen desire on the 
part of Alberta people to put their 
savings into this popularform of in- 
vestment. The total amount on de- 
posit for investors in these certificates 
at the end of 1923 was $4,631,713. The 
purchases for the year totalled 
$2,555,170, the withdrawals being $2, 
274,279. In the seven yeans the plan 
has been in operation a total of $17,- 
036,188 has been invested, with total 
withdrawals of $12,404,424. The cost 
of administration of the scheme, in- 
cluding all overhead expenses, is less 
than one-quarter of one percent. 


Selling Seed Grain 

Demands for registered seed grain 
from the Provincial Government co- 
operative marketing plant continue 
to come in. During the past week or 
two heavy shipments of this seed have 
been made to eastern seed houses, and 
other places. Warmers in the prov- 
ince are unged to get in their orders 
early. 


Beaver Trapping 

The Provincial Government has 
authorized the. trapping of beaver 
north of township 69, between March 
ist and May ist. This privilege is 
extended only to rasidents of that 
section of the province. 


Paper from Alberta Straw 

During his address to the ‘Legise- 
lature on Wednesday, Premier Green- 
field announced that the Trade Com- 
missioner’s Branch has been investl- 
gating ‘the possibilities of manufacture 
of paper from ‘the waste straw of the 
province, and that successful tests had 
been canried out, with the co-opera- 
tion of C. Price-Green, commissioner 


of industries of the National rail- 
way, demonstirating that newsprint, 
building papers, felt papers, straw 


boards, building boards, etc., could be 
made from the Alberta straw. 


Short Courses for Farmers 

The Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture has anranged short courses 
for farmers at the following places:

ARCTIC MYTHS 
AND BOOKS HIT 
BY STEFANSSON 


Says Navy Exploration WIIl Disclose 
Real Polar Region 


Consigning along with the myth of 
Santa Claus and his reindeer practi- 
cally all other popular beliefs regard- 
ing the North, Vilhjamur Stefansson, 
polar explorer, at Fresno, California, 
a few days ago, painted the Arcticasa 
vast unconquered empire, where un- 
bounded resources await the advent 
of the pioneer and the expolter. 

He spoke at a meeting at the 
Fresno high school under the auspices 
of the Parlor Lecture club. 


“Coldness-is oa matter of taste,” 
Stefansson declared. “It is perhaps 
as cold in Montana as ft fs at the 


North role. Coldness {is alo a mat- 
ter of advertising. The pole is consid- 
ered dreadtully cold, but people wear

message last night was, to declare 
that during the summer, hot weather 
prevails in. the lowlands of the North 
and, while it {s frigid in the winter, 
it‘is no colder than the larger part of 
Canada and the northern part. of 
United States. ; 

“If you were to follow the lowland 
valleys from Colon in Panama, up 
through Mexico, United. States, Cana- 
da‘to the tip of the continent, you 
would find the thermometer register- 
ing about the same degress on July 
1,” he gsaid..- + 

The sun, he said, shines twice as 
full in the torrid zone ‘as it does in the 
Arctic, but it shines twice as long in 
the region of. the midnight sun. 

Daisies, buttercups, bluebells, a 
variety of Kentucky bluegrass and 
hundreds of varieties of flowering 
plants grow as far north as explorers 
have ever gone, Stefansson said. 


It is 100 degrees Fahrenheit in| 
many of the lowlands of the North, 
not only according to Stefansson’s fig- 
ures, but according to the United 
States weather bureau above the Arc- 
tic circle, Stefansson said. AConsider- 
ing. the fact that this is hamid heat, 
it would correspond to 112 degrees 
Fahrenheit in Fresno, he said.. 


“Of course, the highlands are cold, 
but that remains a fact in the tropics 
and in the temperate zone,” he said. 
“Snow capped mountains prevail the 
world over.” 

Future Nations 


“The United States may justly 
‘Claim that it is becoming the most 
powerful nation in the world. True, 
but at the same time, suppose the 
Latin Americas should unite, hating 
the so called oppression of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and the alleged imperial- 
istic aims of the United States? The 
United States would need a friendly 
nation. 

Canada is that nation. It has a 
larger area than the United States, 
and if they will only develop their 
frigid zone into, say, a cattle grazing 
area, it will ‘be as wealthy as_ the 
United States. Working together the 
v.st,Nordic empire of the North could 
s and any other combination off. The 
day is coming when Canada will be 
this vast empire of wealth and power. 


“Reindeer meat is selling in New 
York clubs and hotels for thrice the 
price of beef.. The reindeer ranges of 
the northland are prospering, because 
the blizzards cannot kill the reindeer. 
When the grazing land of the United 
States {s, therefore, turned into other 
agriculturai lines, the North will 
furnish the meat for the continent.” 

Referring to the proposed flight of 
the Shenandoah, he said that nations, 
hitherto distant, would be made neigh- 
bors. ‘Tt will take four days’ flight 
from England to Japan where it takes 
three weeks now, if the theories upon 
which the flight are made are well 
founded. 

Stefansson, whose pioneer writings 
two years ago on the Arctic, paved 
the way for the polar exploration a 
few months hence by the United Stat- 
es navy dirigible Shenandoah, declar- 
ed in an interview that the new light 
which: will be shed on the frigid zone 
will dissipate 70 percent. of the cur- 
rent text book myths of conditions 
there. 

“When Christopher Columbus sail- 
edto America people believed he was 
going to sail over the brim of the 
earth into hell. They thought he was 


going to be swallowed by whales and : gz 


flery: breath consume’ the’ three craft: 
All ‘this was superstition. --:So it is 
with much of the alleged fact preached 
about the polam regions today.* Before 
I took it upon myself to see: facts for 
myself, I ued to ‘teach the same stuff 
at Harvard,” (Stefansson said. 4 
‘While flying conditions in the North 
have their disadvantages, Stefansson 
says that on the whole'they will be 
befter than those under which’ trans- 
Atlantic flights have been made, 


The manner in which’ the -crew 
handled the Shenandoah when it was 
torn from !ts moorings Wednesday, 
makes it all the more:probable ‘that 
the ship will be able to fly to the 
ae zone successfully, the explorer 
said. 

In the dead of winter, he said, the 
flying conditions would be about the 
same as they are over the Dakotas or 
Minnesota. At a thousand feet the 
temperature is about 60 degrees above 
zero Fahrenheit in the summer. 


Stefansson said he believed that 
flying at night would be easier in 
the North than in day time and by 
night he means winter. That is hbe- 
cause one can guide himself by ‘the 
stars more easily than in the day 
when one must get his orientation by 
the sun, he pointed out. The north 
star, the gleam which is of so much 
worth to the temperate zone mariners, 
is almost\worthless to the polar ex- 
plorer, he explained, because it is 
directly overhead. 


“Who cares about the North Pole?” 
the explorer said. “The Shenandoah 
explorers are not trying to go to the 
North Pole; there is nothing there of 
such startling interest’ to scientists. 
It is the whole region of the Arctic, so 
much libeled in movie, novel and 
article, that the scientists and the 
navy are curious about.”

Two-thirds of Canada’s exhibits 
for the British Empire Exhibition 
are now in England, most of these 
being already at Webley. Among 
them is a monster silver nugget, 
weighing nearly three tons, the big- 
gest ever unearthed, which was dug 
up in Canada. 


Twenty-nine million pounds of 
halibut were landed at Prince Rup- 
ert, B.C., during the past year, with 
figures for the month of December 
incomplete: This total is consider- 
ably in excess of the previous year. 
Several large shipments were made 
to Chicago and other middle West- 
ern States’ points. 


E. W. Beatty, President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, has ac- 
cepted the honorary presidency of 
the Province of Quebec Safety 
League, succeeding the late Lord 
Shaughnessy, who was its first hon- 
orary president. The object of the 
League is ta institute safeguards for 
the protection of life, especially 
children, providmg protected play- 
grounds and streets. 


It is estimated by the provincial 
tourtst burean of the Province of 
Quebec that 125,000 American auto- 


mobilés visited province in 1923, 
Of this number 40,000 travelled over

The Klondyke is in the throes of 
another gold and stlver rush. At 
the head of the Beaver River, 50 
miles west of Keno Hill, a silver 
and gold discovery of unusual pro- 
portions has started a stampede 
from Mayo, the major mining settle- 
ment of the Yukon, to the new coun- 
try, where it is said assays reveal 
pay dirt running 1,100 ounces of 
silver to the ton. - 


Rapid progress is being made in 
preparing the Canadian section of 
the British Empire Exhibition. The 
giant pavilion was roofed in and 
ready for exhibits in sixty days from 
its commencement and will be ready 
for opening on March 1st. Two mii- 
lion feet of Canadian lumber, 7 miles 
of roofing and 200 tons of nails, 
nuts and bolts have already keen 
used in the building. 


It is reported that the Rothermero 
interests of England, which re- 
eently acquired a large block of tim- 
ber land in the Manicouagan River 
Basin, have headed a_ syndicate 
which will spend $16,000,000 in 
erecting pulp end newsprint manu- 
facturing plants near Quebec city. 
With this news comes the announce- 
ment that the St. Regis Paper Com- 
pany wil build a $4,000,000 plant 


near the parish of St. Augustin, a - 


suburb of Quebec. 


Records compiled by the Bureau 
of Railway Statistics in Chicago 
show how greatly the cost of rail- 
road equipment in North America 
has increased in the past sixteen 
years. Since 1907, these figures 
show, the cost of heavy freight loco- 
motives has risen from $16,243 to 
$53,550 each; passenger locomotives 
from $16,057 to $66,200 each; pas- 
senger coaches from $7,380 to $28,- 
900 each; freight cars from $700 to 
$2,301 each; and steel rails from 
$28 to $43 per ton. 


The Indians of the three prairie 
provinces in the 1923 season har- 
vested the greatest crop in their his- 
tory, according to the annual report 
of the Department of Indian Affairs, 
In the three provinces, the Indians 
harvested 638,561 bushels of wheat, 
574,282 bushels of oats and 62,304 
bushels of barley. The report shows 
they raised 58,264 bushels of pota- 
toes and 10,000 bushels of other 
vegetables, They summerfallowed 
20,000 acres of land, broke 6,808 
acres, put up 57,000 tons of hay and 
9.516 of green feed. ;

The New Liquor Bill 


A summary of the new liquor Dill 
which is to be presented to the legis- 
lature early {n the session, has been 
published. The dill provides for the 
appointment of a liquor control board 
of not more than three members, and 
of only one member if found advis- 
able. The Dill also provides for the 
licensing of the sale of beer in club 
premises and premises attached to 
hotels, under certain regulations, and 
for the sale of beer and liquor to in- 
dividuals under a permit system. Thg 
bill -will prohibit consumption of liq- 
uor in hotel premises save In guest 
rooms by bona fide guests, will also 
prohibit the advertising of liquor and 
the existence of bar signz. The local 
option provisions provide for petition 
of 25 percent. of the vote in any muni- 
cipality for the setting up of local 
option. Heavy penalties are provided 
for infractions. The net profits from 
the operation of the act are to be 
divided between the province and the 
municipalities.

“WHEN OLE LAUGHED

“They called him the Swink,” was 
the way the old engineer, Chan Cap- 
per, began as he tilted his chair back 
against the wall beside the stove in 
the junction lunch room and _ looked 
across at me in the dim lamplight to 
see if I were properly attentive. “No- 
body knows why unless it was a twist 
of Swede. Ole ‘Anderson probably 
was a Swede, though I never knew.” 

“He was a broad-faced, blue-eyed 
young fellow when he first turned up 
at the round-house and went to work. 
He wasn't much more than a_ boy 
either, though he had shoulders under 
his coat that would make you think of 
the end of a bale of cordage, and a 
chest that arched like the hoops ona 
barrel. 

“He was almost always laughing. 
He laughed when the boys _ follied 
him; he laughed when he came on for 
work in the black cold of a bitter 
winter morning; he laughed when he 
turned out to go home at night. T’ve 
seen him laugh when he was pulled 
out of his bed at two o’clock in the 
morning to go extra with a wrecking 
gang down the line to clear up a 
freight spill. Once I saw him laugh 
when a big lump of coal fell on his 
hand and took most off the flesh clean 
off from wrist to knuckles; that was 
after he got to firing for me of course. 
And then once I saw him laugh in 
the teeth of the nastiest situation 
any man need face, and that’s what 
I'm going to tell you about. 

“T guess the only time he ever look- 
ed serious was when anyone was 
really civil to him. He always laughed 
when others made game of him, and 
{ft was only by watching him for 
some time that I finally learned that 
the laugh was nothing more or less 
than the flash of his courage when he 
felt a hurt, physical or mental. And 
when I had learned that I began to 


‘warm up towards him. 


“Our old master mechanic at the 
north shore shops, Sam Brittle, came 
into the round-house one night in the 
midst of a sort of general baiting of 
the Swink. I could see that Sam 
didn’t like ft, and it made me feel 
kind of ashamed of myself for taking 


part In ft. ‘It afn’t very kind, is {t?’ 
T said to the old man. 
“‘Kind?’ he retorted. ‘No. But 


don’t talk to me about being kind to 
anybody. You just be fair. When the 
world was made there weren't any 
high spots ‘built for you and me to 
stand on and hand down kindness to 
anybody. Every man that’s sane has 
got a reason for what he does, and if 
he does it wrong there’s a mistake 
somowhere. Give him a chance to get 
in right and you won't need to be kind. 
I hate that smug word!’ 

“It was only a few days afterwards 
when Eddie Carter quit and T had to 
have a new fireman. I asked for the 
Swink as a sort of penance, I guess, 
and I got him. There were a lot.of 
surprised wipers at the roundhouse 
too, for my run is one of the best on 
the system, and any of them would 
have I{ked to have got on with me. 
But Ole—well, all I can say is that he 
just didn’t laugh. It was ono of the

ous; and he began work without ‘any 
talk at all. 
“What kind of a ‘fireman was the? 


Well, he was what most people would |: 


call stupid, but he never forgota thing 
he learned; he did what he was told, 
and—well, we ran all that winter to- 
gether. 


“It was along towards spring ‘that 


the thing happened that makes.a-story 
out of all this, You know,my run is 
south and east of the:city, and -ithe 
road is elevated all the way in from 
the limits, with bridges over the 
streets. It’s our right of way, but half 
a dozen other roads. use {t, and there 
are a good many trains to handle, go- 
ing and coming. You can imagine I 
had a task to teach that boy what: he 
had to know about signals and’ ‘the 
way of doing things. But we managed, 
running in and out, in and out through 
that Chinese puzzle of tracks in the 
yards and on the viaduct in all kinds 
of weather, and between us we made 
out not to miss any signals that mat: 
tered. Ole learned slowly, and’ no- 
body gob a chance to tease him now. 

“One morning we pulled out from 
the down-town train shed with eight 
heavy. vestibuled coaches behind us, 
with a March snow doing its best to 
turn early daylight into something 
like mud, and five minutes late to 
start. We ran slowly up through the 
yards, trying to peer out through an 
atmosphere in which an engine head- 
light looks like a spot of dirty yellow, 
and switch lights—well, like drowned 
fireflies, say. 

“It was ticklish enough, even though 
we knew tthat ours ‘was the most Im- 
portant train moving and had right of 
way over everything, and that the 
dispatcher was looking out for us 
as he would for his own life—or more 
so. Old number ninety-one—that’s the 
‘enging I had then—wasn’t steaming 
very well, and Ole’s big shoulders 
were heaving busily. as soon as we 
were out of the shed. He was up on 
his seat very little in the down-town 
district, and I had no help from his 
eyes. But, curiously enough, it 
wasn’t down in the yards in the dark 
that our crash came. It was after we 
had run out of the heaviest of the 
smoke and were nearing one of the 
most important outlying street sta- 
tions that would be almost our las 
stop before we broke into our fast run 
into the open country that we came 
to grief. 

“It was awfully sudden; such things 
are always sudden, of course. I had 
just pushed the throttle home and had 
my left hand on the ‘air’ because I 
was leaning out of my side window to 
see better for the stop when we ran 
out on the steel bridge over the 
thoroughfare. And I shall never for- 
get howallatonce without any warn- 
ing a great red target-like object push- 
ed itself out of the storm ahead and 
seemed to be leaping towards our pil- 
ot. I guess I was seconds recognizing 
the huge, round thing as a tank car, 
though it couldn’t huve been many 
seconds from the time I saw it till we 
struck. At any rate when I jammed 
on the ‘air’ and felt the check of the 
brakes I was not syre what it was. 

‘Have you any idea what happens 
in an engine cab when there’s a head- 
on collision? I'll tell you. The coal 
in the tender rises out of its bed and 
leaps into the cab, and if you haven't 
jumped and happen to be up on the 
seat, it hits you in the back and pins 
you against the window ledge or the 
boiler head as it happens and holds 
you there. Sometimes {it breaks your 
spine. It didn’t quite break mine, but 
it caught me leaning out of the cab, 
and it packed in round me so tight 
that I couldn't move my legs or left 
arm, and it was so heavy against me 
that I thought the window casing 
would cut into my breast. 

“The oil tank that we struck—or 
that struck us, for it was being back- 
ed in on the main track ‘through some 
crazy error—was travelling at a 
merry clip. When it hit our pilot it 
jumped as if it were playing a game of 
giant leapfrog. The jar and smash 
were awful, and the grinding shriek 
of metal on metal as that steel tank 
raked the top of our boiler, coming 
straight for my head, will be one of 
the sounds that will stay with me the 
rest of my railroading days. And 
when we stopped dead still in the 
middle of the ‘bridge the nearest end 
of the tank was almost over the cab. 

“It was just the busy hour ofthe 
morning ‘when everyone was going to 
work, and 'the street below was full of 
people. The gray tops of cars were 
sliding down under the bridge or 
slipping suddenly out, with whirring 
trolleys banging and flashing across 
wire connections. Automobiles with 
wet, glistening roofs were rushing up 
and down the snowy incline of the de- 
pressed way. Figures of people .on 
the pavement :were black through the 
falling snow. Lights in the shop win- 
dows were pale in the growing day. 

“I saw it all in a glance, as I had 
sene it scores of times before, but with 
the first throbs of pain turning me a 
bit faint and blurring the vision a lit- 
tle. A sharp point of coal was dig- 
ging into my back just below the 
shoulder blade. My left arm was 
bent so that I feared it would break 
at the elbow. And there I hung and 
looked out and down over the broad, 
rivetted truss of the bridge—a help- 
less thing pinched in 'the trap that al- 
ways has its jaws open for engine 
men. Unless Ole was caught I was 
probably the ony! victim. ‘He had 
been standing in the gangway when 
the collision came, and I hoped ‘that 
he had jumped. 

“The real horror of my _ situation 
was quick to make itself plain. The 
first inkling of what was to be came 
up to me in a sudden whiff of heat 
that brought the smell of burning oil. 
The great tank had sprung a_ leak, 
and the ofl was flowing out over our 
hot ‘boller and down toward the seeth- 
tug blaze in our fire box. Ina few 
moments ‘we should be afire, and my 
chance of escape looked like one ina 
million. 


“Steam was hissing loudly from 
some escape and drowned most other 
sounds. All the space within the 
bridge below the tops of our drivers 
was misty with it, but I had not long

“It ran over the top of the shining 
pool on the board that was half snow 
water, but that nevertheless had 
enough oil in it to keep the blaze 
alive, and {t stretched its smoking 
tangue out toward the cab in a way 
that brought fear like a chill upon me. 

“I was within call of hundreds. I 
was directly above a thoroughfare of 
a great city. I might be badly, but 
probably was not seriously, hurt. It 
would not be difficult for an active 
man or two with scoops to release me 
from the coal by a few minutes of 
rapid work. But I had seen oil burn 
before, and I had seen the inactivity 
of a crowd of people in an emergency. 
I looked down and saw a hundred or 
more men and boys gathered in the 
street, gazing up. I smelled the heavy 
odor of ofl smoke and saw a murky 
orange color widening under the 
steam down on the bed of the bridge, 
like @ spreading stain in a fuzzy 
cloth. Terror made my heart leap. 

“T yelled as well as I could, but with 
a@ ton or so of coal on my back, forcing 
my ribs into the corner of the window 
frame, and with the steam roaring 
like a big waterfall, I couldn’t make 
any intelligible words reach ‘he 
street. I howled to that gaping crowd 
and saw men point and stare back at 
me. I beckoned with my free arm 
and pointed at the fire, but no one 
stirred. 

“I didn’t blame them afterwards, 
when I found out what was happening 
at that time below. The oil carried 
fire wherever it went. It ran into 
the gutters along the bridge side over 
the street and overflowed because of 
the half-melted ico in them, and it 
dripped and streamed fire down into 
all the space under me. No, it would 
have been a _ decidedly unpleasant 
thing to try to climb up where I was! 

“Of course the street cars stopped 
running directly under ‘the blazing 
viaduct, and the passengers thronged 
out to see; and people came running 
from everywhere and packed in from 
curb to curb. And after a time there 
were shouts and some lIittle pushing 
round as if someone had decided to 
heip me. i 

“But ‘the ofl wasn’t waiting. It was 
flowing copiously down over the boiler 
sheething to meet the flames, and they 
were leaping up over its surface and 
spreading like vapor. Wherever the 
oil flowed they ran along with it, 
edging the outlines of the engine like 
yellow piping on black. One tiny 
stream had found its way along the 
moulding outside the cab windows and 
was creeping toward my breast in 
little fits and starts, like a drop slid- 
ing on a rain-wet windowpane. There 
was spray too as the fire rose,—an am- 
ber spatter that came from some place 
where an oil stream was spouting 
from the boiler,—and it sprinkled the 
top of the truss just under me and 
took the flames there till the steel 
seemed to be burning like wood. 

“I guess you'll have to imagine how 
I felt as the smoke closed in round me 
and the flames seemed to glow like 
coals through it. It choked my cries 
down to nothing. I had nearly pulled 
my body apart, trying to get free, and 
I guess I was pretty close to the 
place where a man goes unconscious 
or crazy when above the tremendous 
hiss of the steam and the snapping of 
the fire I heard a yell right behind me.

He saved my 
life, but it took him three months to 
get over it! And he carries the scars.

avoid responsibility. The cook is Hke 
the butcher, who, when I asked his 
advice as to thé respective merits of 
Wiltshire and Irish bacon, retorts:— 
“That is a matter of opinion, ma’am.” 

I know they are matters of opinion, 
and that is 'why I am paying these 
people the compliment of asking 
theirs. T ask the house-decorator 
whether he ‘thinks ‘the woodwork 
would look better painted white or 
cream, and he gives me just the same 
sort of reply:—“It’s just a matter of 
taste, Madame.” Yes, I know. .But 
why not give me the benefit of his 
own? 

Emerson somewhere talks about a 
“mush of concession.” He surely 
must have met with this diffidence in 
expressing conviction. Most of us are 
guilty of ft at some time or other. 
‘Some of us, ‘when we are asked to a 
restaurant) and invited to make our 
choice of dishes, infuriate our host by 
assuring him that we'll have what- 
ever he’has!
